This 
action w a s ta ken a t the direction 
of the W P B ’s Foods Requirements 
Committee, which has received re­ 
ports from m ilitary and lend-lease 
authorities tha t they were unable 
to obtain the fully supply of beef 
i-equired. 
Slaughterhouses are ordered to 
cut their deliveries of beef for 
civilian use from 80 to TO per cent 
of deliveries during the

quarter of 1941. 
Further tightening the m ea t re­ 
striction order, OPA also elimi­ 
nated the provision for a 10 per 
cent “avera ge.” under 
which

Agricultura l M a rketing Adminis­ 
tration, which buys all of the food 
fo r lend-lease shipment.
